PLANNING & ZONING

Mrs. Lamar advised that committee would be reviewing the Land Use and Development Code
for updating.

Mrs. Lamar advised that contract had been signed with U of D and will meet once a month to
update LUDC.



BUILDING PERMITS
e Mrs. Lamar advised that 4 new permits was submitted for February.
e Mrs. Lamar stated that permitting will most likely pick up in the coming month as the
weather continues to get warmer.

PARK/STREET
e Mr. Gravatt started a discussion regarding the intersection at Westville Rd, Railroad Ave
and Southern Blvd. being dangerous for drivers.
e Mr. Denison suggested we reach out to Del-DOT for a traffic study and resolution.
e Mayor Bilbrough explained that he had reached out regarding the intersection at Camden
Wyoming Ave and CR Ave regarding the traffic pattern.
e Mayor Bilbrough explained that a traffic study is being done.

SPECIAL EVENTS
e Mrs. Lindale advised council of upcoming events and progress.
e Events included Easter egg hunt, fishing derby, national night out and block party.
e Mayor Bilbrough added that the town will be doing a grand re-opening of the park when
it is complete.

NEW BUSINESS
e 114 W. Camden Wyoming Ave- Easement

o Mr. Groves (current owner) and Mr. Schneider (buyer) were present to request and
easement so that new buyer can access garage at back of property.

o Mr. Groves advised that there had been a gentlemen’s agreement with owners before it
WSFS became the owners.

o Mr. Schneider is asking for entry from S. Layton to access garage for parking only. He
agrees that no parking will occur in easement to garage.

o Discussion ensued.

o Mr. Schneider was asked to submit a plan that could be submitted to attorney for
guidance.

o Decision will be tabled until attorney is able to review and advise.

e Ordinance #63-22- clarifying street and sidewalk designs and setbacks in R-2 zoning
district
o Mrs. Lindale read synopsis as 2™ reading.
o Mayor Bilbrough explained that the ordinance was to prevent problems in the future
with development that has been experienced in the Greens of Wyoming.

customer service.

o Ms. Graves and Vickie Ebaugh from Shore United were in attendance to
present a contract for the town.

o Ms. Graves advised that part of the contract would include an insured cash

sweep with would protect the town’s money under the FDIC up to 150 million

dollars. There would be no fees and money would earn interest.
o Discussion ensued.

o Tabled until April meeting.
